Under Chapter Xill, the 
Federal Court takes the 
wage-earner “under its 
wing,” Waterman said, 
Protecting him against gar- 
nishments, foreclosures 
and repossessions. In- 
terest on past debts are 
frozen, “so the financial 
hole you're in does not 
continue to get deeper 
while you're in the process 
of digging yourself out.” 

In a typical Chapt. Xill 
filing, the U.S. Bankruptcy 
court appoints a trustee to 
examine the wage-earner’s 
financial situation and de- 
vise a formula for paying 


_ Off his or her debts. 


The formula will provide 
for_specific-sums to be 
paid to all creditors and 
will take into account the 


bankrupt party's sub- 
sistence needs. All 
creditors, including 


secured creditors, are 
bound by the court's for- 
mula and are prohibited 
from taking any further ac- 
tion against the debtor. 

“That means a creditor 
who is dissatisfied with the 
court's ‘formula cannot go 
out and sue in another 
court, or repossess your 
car or garnishee your 
wages; he can't even call 
you on the telephone or 
write you threatening let- 
ters," Waterman explained. 
“All dealings must be done 
through the court trustee. 
Failure to comply could re- 
sult.in a contempt citation 
against the offending 
creditor. | 

Additionally, one can file! 
under Chapt. Xill as often 
and as frequently as one 
chooses.

new estimate has sub- 
tracted the savings from 
school closings, $1,275,000 
and the expected reim- 
bursement from the state, 


for those differences, how- 
ever, the school adminis- 
tration has appeared to 
have whittled down the 
estimated costs for its sub- 
mission to the judge. 

In a summary of its 
budget, the board listed 
another figure, the de- 
segregation cost for the 
22-month period from Sep- 
tember 1977 through June 
1979, which amounted to 
$13.2 million. That figure 
cannot be compared to 
previous figures since that 
time period had not been 
used before. 

In ‘spite of reservations 
expressed by Judge Dun- 
can in his Oct. 4 order 
about the need for 213 ad- 
ditional buses, the report 
makes no change in that 
figure.,-The board has 
scheduled bids for the pur- 
chase of 213 buses and 
325 mobile radios to be 
opened Nov. 17 and con- 
tracts to be awarded Dec. 
6. The deadline for delivery 
of buses is‘ May 5, 1978. 

“In his:order, Judge Dun- 
can also questioned a 
Proposal to employ 40 
pupil personne! specialists 
at an average salary of 
$17,021, and to include 
that cost as a part of tran- 


sonnel was $795,684. 

The new plan proposes 
that a staff of 60 teachers 
be reassigned to serve as 
pupil assistance per- 
sonnel, and does not in- 
clude the cost under tran- 
sportation expenses. The 
total cost figure is 
$706,836, a lower figure 
because it represents the 
cost to replace the 
teachers, rather than their 
actual salary.

Apparently, it was used by 
both men as a place to so- 
cialize and _ entertain 
friends away from home. 

Police at first hoped that 
persons who had visited 
the Northside apartment 
might have information 
which could provide leads 
to the, killer's motive and 
identity.

For Jack Gibbs, it is a 
matter of teacher ac- 
countability. For the CEA 
(Columbus Education 
Association), it is a matter 
of constitutional rights for 
teachers. oe 

The conflict between the 
two viewpoints surfaced 
recently with the filing of 
sex discrimination charges 
directed at the Fort Hayes 
Career Center, for which 
Gibbs is administrator. ~~ 

In Gibbs’ view sex 
discrimination is not the 
real issue. 

“The issue,” Gibbs told 
The CALL-POST, “is that 
the teacher organization 
resents the accountability 
asked on the part of 
teachers. They're asking 
teachers to do less,” he 
asserted.”‘We're asking for 
more.” 

CEA Executive Director 
Jack Buraess contends the 


violation of constitutional 
rights is at issue. 

“Many people don't feel 
sex discrimination is 
serious,” he said. “We 

nsider it a very :serious 
matter.” > 

Complaints were filed by 
three Fort Hayes teachers 
and a teacher applicant 
with the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission and the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
They include charges that 
a dress code that bans 
slacks and pantsuits for 
female instructors at the 
Career Center is 
discriminatory; that a male 
applicant for a position as 
a cosmetology instructor 
was not hired because of 
his sex and that students 
are accepted or not ac- 
cepted into certain 
Programs according to 
their sex. 

In pitting itself against 
Gibbs, the CEA is taking 


on a man whose old- 
fashioned brand of leader- 
ship has earned wide 
respect in the community. 
Gibbs’ leadership during 
his tenure as principal at 
*East High and his vision in 
putting ‘together the Fort 
Hayes Career Center has 
gained him a - following 
that, to a great extent, 
. believes he can do no 
wrong. 

Acknowledging Gibbs’ 
accompishments, CEA 
notes ina newsletter to its 
members that it is not out 
to have Gibbs fired, “or 
even reassigned.” 

“Gibbs,” the article 
states, “is regarded-as the 
right man ‘to have been 
chosen to organize the 
Fort Hayes Career Center; 
to help it earn the prestige 
to attract the cream of 
vocational students in the 
area ... 
satisfied, CEA will 
satisfied."

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The National Urban League is 
sponsoring a national conference on 
Bigck Families. The theme: “Black 
Families: A Source of National 
Strength.” ; 

One of the biggest intra-racial 
problems we have had since our 
people first landed on these shores, 
Is the Black family. The intent and 
Purpose of slavery, was to destroy 
any efforts to establish the cohesive- 
nese of the Black family. 

The economic repressiveness of 
the Black male during Reconstruct- 
ion, picked up where slavery ended. 
And, the institulization of relief 
during the past 50 years, has 
aggravated this problem further. 

Many of the problems we suffer 
from today, derive their source 
directly from the weakness of the 
Negro family, Unemployment; 
morality and education are just three 
of the main facts of this problem. 

The Black woman, over the years, 
has had to carry a disproportionate 
ghere of the Black family's raising. 


The Black man, being a victim of job * 


discrimination,.has, all too often suc- 
combed to inertia and indifference. 

In the early years of this century, 
the Negro girl was favored with the 
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education. This practiced created a 
social imbalance between young 
men and young women. Today, the 
Black family is still suffering from the 
effects of this favoritism. 

The law has not been demanding 
on the Black male in forcing him to 
measure up to his full responsibilities 
to his family. It has been all too easy 
for the Black man to walk out on one 
family and start another. 

In a fifty year span, millions of 
Black families have been transplant- 
ed by migration, from rural and small- 
town life to industrial urban living 
with all the complexities of ghetto 
living. - 

The Black family has too long been 
neglected. The Black Church has 
contributed little to solutions or even 
studies of the Black family, despite 
the fact that the Black woman is the 
main supporter of the church. 

The National Urban League is to 
be congratulated for, at long last 
making the Black family one of its 
major concerns. We. hope that the 
Chicago conference will be only the 
beginning of a real effort to recon- 
stitute the Black family into a clasly 
knit unity where love and respon- 
sibility and respect are is family wide. 


Cancer Discriminates

Spending Money For 
Community Benefit 


A recent release from Sears Roe- 
buck Co., pointed out. the fact that 
this giant merchandising company, 
spent $1.1 billion for merchandise 
and services in Ohio Jast year. 

The local general manager of 
Sears in Cleveland, Thomas C. 
Mungenast, said:. “Buying goods 
where we do business has been a 
long-standing, company .policy. We 
feel this policy directly benefits the 
company, our employees and share- 
holders as well as the local com- 
munity.” Mr. Mungenast added that: 
"90 percent of all merchandise sold 
by Sears last year was made in the 
United States.” 

Here is a message that Black 
people should ponder over. Over 
forty years ago those of us who were 
concerned about the depression, 
unemployment, organized here in 
Cleveland, The Future Outlook 
League. We were tired of seeing hun- 
dreds of jobs in stores (with Black 
patronage running as high as 100%) 
not hiring Black clerks,. cashiers, 
porters, etc. 

The motto of The Future Outlook 
League was: “Don't spend your 
money where you can’t work.” In 
other words, if a store didn’t hire 


Blacks, «don't spend your money 
there. 


In less than two years, hundreds of 


jobs were opened to Negroes. This 
infusion of new money into the Black 
Community, enabled more of our 
people to improve their standard of 
living, buy more homes and, give 
their children a better education. 
From the experienced gained by 
working in these stores, a number of 
Black owned businesses were star- 
ted, some of which are sstill 
operation.

With Black unemployment figures 


now at record levels, and especially 
with Black youths being over 40%, __ of the cost of printing this Cleveland _

CIGARETTES BLAMED FOR HALF OF 
BLADDER CANCERS IN MEN: A new

study, reported recently in Cancer, the 
journal of the American Cancer Society,

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the big question is, have we forgot- 
ten the power of our spending? 


When a big company like Sears 


sees the benefits of spending a sub- 

stantial amount of its purchase and 

service—money—in—the—areas -where~ 
they have stores, this example cer- 

tainly should be given a good hard 

look by Black people. 


For years now this nation has. been 


talking about its high unemployed 
rate. At;the same time, American 
firms have been purchasing more 
and more merchandise from coun- 
tries in Europe and Asia. | was. in 
Taiwan and, in one City alone, | saw 
an exporting complex where 42,000 
workers were turning out merchan- 
dise to be shipped to the United 
States and other countries. Japan is 
the biggest supplier of goods and 
services to Taiwan, not the United _ 
States. Therefore, American jobs are 
being jeoparidized both ways. 


Business In 


The nation’s population grew by only 
0.7 “percent in’ 1976, reaching “an 
estimated 216 million on January 1, 1977, 
according to the Bureau of the Census, 
U. S. Department of Commerce. Blacks 
made up 11 percent of the population, 
totaling 24.2 million. With 11.1 million 
persons of Spanish origin comprised 
another five nmarcent of the 1976 


blames cigarette smoking tor causing 
half of all bladder cancers in men and 
one-third of such cancers in women. 

Inhaling the smoke seems to be the im- 
portant factor, and the risk rises with the 
number of cigarettes smaked, according 
to the report by Dr. Ernst L. Wynder and 
Dr. Robert Goldsmith. 

They tell of a five-year study of 574 
men and 158 women with bladder cancer, 
in 17 hospitals in six U.S. cities, com- 
paring them with non-smokers. Both 
physicians are associated with the 
American Health\ Foundation in New 
York. Dr. Wynder ‘was one of the early 
researchers linking cigarettes with lung 
cancer. . 

The new study confirms earlier ones 
linking bladder cancer with cigarettes, 
but-the association is not as. strong as 
that for lung cancer, they said. 

Those persons “now smoking between 
one-half and two packs a day have a 
doubled risk of bladder cancer. At more 
than two packs a day, the risk is triple 
that of nonsmokers.” When smokers quil, 
the excess risk of bladder cancur isis 
to decline after seven years or longer, 
they said. 

As for artificial sweeteners, the new 
Study found’ no significant difference in 
bladder cancer between persons con- 
suming them and persons who do not.

ped into America, and American 
overseas markets are drying up be- 
cause American firms can't meet the 
competition because of our high 
living standards. 

Buying American, keeping as 
much of our spending at home, is the 
best way to keep and create more 
jobs. This is the only way we are go- 
ing to reduce our high unemploy- 
ment.. 

The same theory applies to Blacks. 
As we have pointed out in this 
column time and time again. The 
Negro earns and spends some $70 
billions every year. Yet, with this 
tremendous spending power, Blacks 
have the highest unemployment rate 
in the nation. 

This is largely due to the fact that 
we do not follow the policy adopted 
by The Future Outlook League over 
40 years ago: “Don’t spend your 
money where you can't work.” 

A recent report on the economic 
impack of South Carolina State 


College at Orangeburg, revealed . 


that, students and employees pur- 
chased an estimated $12.23 million of 
goods and services from local ven- 
ders. The college spent $7.5 million: 
Of the total retail sales in Orange- 
burg, of $147,646.000, Black spend- 
ing accounted for $19.73 million. 
This gives some idea of the total 
spending power we have in our local 
communities. Orangeburg is cer- 
tainly not one of our big cities. 
The impact of Black spending is 
tar more significant at the local level 
than most of us realize. This is why it 
is so important that we take more 
seriously how we spend our money. 
J talked to the journalism class at 
East Tech last week about their 
having their school paper printed in a 
white shop in West Jefferson Ohio, 
rather than in Cleveland. Not a dollar 


high school paper goes into a com- 
munity where Negroes live or, are 
employed. Not a single one of these 
students will have the opportunity to 
work in this plant when they 
graduate. : ets <=" & 

Cleveland tax payers support East 
Tech and all the other public schools 
here. The least these schools can do 
is to spend their money in the area 
where they live and their parents 
work. 

Unless our schools pay more atten- 
tion to these basic rules of 
economics, we will never make any 
dent in our high unemployment rate. 

We certainly can’t go wrong by 
following the example set by the of- 
ticials of Sears, Roebuck Co. Our 
Black: neighborhoods will. never be 


rebuilt or jobs for our youth created

It being common knowledge’ blacks 
and other non-white groups are usually 
‘under counted by official bodies for var- 
ious and sundry reasons, such numbers 
are still substanfial. Given that black 
people have been in this country 
long as whites and some Spanish origin 
folks even longer, the lack of them on 
any major energy resource companies 
board of directors is indicative of racism 
in America. 

Exxon Corporation, Texaco, Inc., Mobil 
Oil Corporation, Gulf Oil Corporation and 
even Standard Oil of California (Chevron) 
in. California. are . household names 
across the nation. 

Blacks are completely frozen out of the 
board of directors of these energy rich 
companies that get gasoline for your car 
and fuel for your home from around the 
world. These companies are too large for 
most governments to control. 

The exclusion of blacks from the top of 
the corporate enterprises of America is 
as deterimental and racist as the lowest 
red neck lynching .in Louisiana in the 
19th century of colored people. Biack 
Americans must be seen in all walks of 
American life from the janitor’s closet to 
the boardroom. 

The plan for disenfranchisement of 
blacks is still on the corporate black 
boards of America. The most popular 
persons to place on a corporate board of 
directors is another company’s senior 
executive. 

Blacks cannot be put behind this 
waiting line if they are to overcome 
existing racist practices already in place. 
General Motors recent promotion of a 
Black American as ore counselor 
gives him the honor of being the highest 
ranking black in corporate America. 

But blacks must not lose sight of the 
fact that Rev. Leon Sullivan is a member 
of the General Motor's Corporation board 
of directors. We wish. the new att 
for GMC well and know that he is .

Obviously aware of this generally accepted fact, when 
the Democrat controlled Ohio Legislature reconvenes in 
Mid-November, the party leaders will work overtime in-a 
frantic attempt to improve their fading image. 

The Democrats have nobody to blame but themselves 
for allowing Rhodes to indirectly maneuver them into the 
defensive corner. They not only blocked Rhodes’ plars 
to lure industry to Ohio and encourage existing industry | 
to expand by granting them a tax abatement, they fought 
and successfully defeated such proposals at the polls.

Well; the GNP keeps going up and up, but it is very 
arguable whether the.quality of our lives is improving. 
In fact, the GNP includes a lot that is positively bad. 

The GNP is the sum total of the value of goods and’ 
services produced. So it includes the dollar value of 
bombs and guns along with hospitals and schools. 

It's a total flop as a uw | measurement of well-being. 

Experts at the Overseas Development Council 
sought to-provide just such a measure. By combining 
statistics for infant mortality, life expectancy, and 

~Ktoraay; tnéy-came-up with something they Cah the” 
PQLI - Physica! Quality of Life Index. 

It is a very rough measurement since it doesn’t in- 
«lude--housing quality, work” opportunities or other 
standards. But since the ODC is primarily intereste in 
improving life in the world’s poorer countries, it de- 

* cided not to use elements that are culture-bound. bs 

The shocker is that PQLI, which might be seen as a 
narrow development economist’s tool or as an 
academic exercise, reveals major weaknesses in_our 
own society. The United States, with its enormous 
GNP, might be expected to lead the world in such

tries, including some that have lower per capita in-- 
comes..And while the nation as a whole’ has a-fairly =. 
high PQLI rating compared with most countries,.there 
is considerable variation among 'the states. 

As might be expected, there's also a big difference 
between whites and blacks in the Index. White 
Americans have an Index score of 96 (on a scale of —. 
100) while black Americans only score 89, well below 
a country like Poland, which has a 93 score, and not 
far above impoverished Sri Lanka, which has an 63 In- 
dex rating. 

The index score is not determined by income, 
either. Washington, D. C., which as an average in- 
come of over $7,000 actually has a lower life expect- 
ancy rate than Sri Lanka, where the average income 
is onty $130 per year. 

Part of this is due to high. infant mortality rates in 
the District, affecting both whites and blacks. Natlon-

What the PQLIi shows us when we compare. 
America’s vast wealth with the quality of life, is that in 
key areas America resembles an underdeveloped 
country. 

The fact that the Index is so limited — measuring 
only three core items that are absolutely basic to well- 
being — makes this result even more troubling. As a.

It is simply unacceptabie for residents of the capital 
of the world’s richest country to have lower life ex- 
pectancy than the residents of one of the world’s 
poorest countries. And it is just as unacceptable for 
America’s white population to enjoy. one of the 
world’s higher Index ratings while the black 
population has an Index score comparable to middle- 
rank nations. ' .

by the National 
Association of Human 
Rights Workers reveals: 
some of the most prevalent 
tactics being used to 
discredit black elected of- 
ficials. 
The 


tactics include: 


‘Lack of ‘coverage by the 


media, biased coverage, 
investigations, and un- 


founded criminal ac- 
cusations by the white 
media. 

Other methods are: 


Audits and investigations 
by the IRS; surveillance, 
bugging, burglaries and 
covert disruptive activity 
by intelligence agencies; 
and. inquiries, Grand Jury 
investigations and 
allegations by law en- 
forcement agencies. 

These activities not un- 
commonly amount to 
vicious, vindictive wit- 
chhunts which have the ef- 
fect of damaging ru 
destroying the credibility 
of the officials involved, 
though there is never any 
finding of wrong-doing, the 
research shows. 

Smear campaigns, in- 
timidation of voters. and 
constitutuents, recall ef- 
forts, charges of “reverse 
discrimination, suits .. that 
impose economic hardship 
through necessitating 
payment of attorney fees, 
legislative censure, 
defamation of family mem- 
bers, friends, and 
associates; and threats of 
personal injury or death 
also are used, according to 
the findings. 

The character, volume 
and intensity of these tac- 
tics is far in excess of what 
might be normally and 
reasonably expected by 
virtue of being a candidate 
for or holder of a'public of- 
fice, many officials say. 

In fact, “in nearly every 
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judged by a double stan- 
dard. They are required to 
be more scrupulous, more 
above reproach, more 
competent, more effective 
than their white coun- 
terparts,” the research 
revealed: 

The harassment is not a 
new phenomenon. Black 
officials were harassed 
throughout the sixties 
when black militant 
organizations were being 
attacked and destroyed.

Our recent meeting with President Carter in the White 
House was short — far too short -- for the presentation of 
a long, laundry list of issues we wanted to discuss, This 
list ran the gamut from mammoth unemployment in black 
ghettoes to concerns in respect to consumer protection. 

Nevertheless, | believe we were able to forcefully 


present some of the major items and to elicit what we - 


believe to be honest concern for, if not concrete com- . 
mitment on the part of the President to move swiftly on , 
all the ‘matters discussed. 

President Carter is a gracious man. He welcomed us 
(NAACP officials) — Mrs. Margaret Bush Wilson, chair- 
person, board of directors; Dr. Montague Cobb, 
president; Mr. Jesse H. Turner, treasurer; Messrs. 
William H. Oliver and Max Delson, Esq., vice presidents; 
and Larry King, youth member, national NAACP board — 
very cordially. . 

The President had been reading a popular magazine 
and opened the 45-minutes talks with reference to an ar- 
ticle in this magazine that dealt with the chilling aspects 
of black unemployment. 

His smile, while somewhat tentative, did not detract 


from the strength of his remarks expressing concern for .' 


the problem’ and determination to come to grips with it, 

You know, we southerns grin a lot; sometimes | think it 
is merely to cover up our feelings of insecurity, or to put 
a pleasant face on an awkward or a unpleasant situation 
that may be developing. 

We oan there on behalf of more than 500,000 NAACP 
members, and in a larger sense, the broad mass’ of 
voiceless minorities:and women throughout the country 
who have little access to the decision making power 
centers of our country. : 

We went to express their desperate concerns with 
respect to unresolved human and civil rights gnawing 
like hungry rats-at the basic fabric of the American free 
enterprise system.

Others, such as energy, consumer protection, Africa and 
electoral collége reform, are relatively new in some 
respects but their untimely resolution or adverse change 
in status can have devasting affects on minorities. Our 
input at the decision-making level on these and other 
issues, then, is most important. 
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Therefore, although we left the Carter White House >* 


ng made some -headway- 
presenting those issues we had time to present, we will 
be returning for future meetings. 

And for still more meetings. unti! we are assured that 
these problems are resolved as well as can be. Or-until 
we wear out our welcome. We hope not the latter

I've been. reading plenty of complaints from 
Black women lamenting the fact that a Brother 
has married someone from another race. 

And why are so many Black women up in arms 
over-what they see as the White woman's take- 
over of their territory ? 

Maybe it’s time to stop lamenting, and start 
thinking. Remember, it’s an individual's preroga- 
tive to choose a mate. And. as the song lyrics 
Say, “If you want me to get closer to you, get 
closer to me.” 

In other words, remember that it takes more 
than skin color and finger popping times to at- 
tract, and hold a man. Black men want you to 
know you don't have to be a star. That a real 
relationship must be developed through feelings 
of pride and happiness. 

Please, look in your mirrors, ladies. Is the re- 
flection what your man wants? Or is it only an 
image of the crowd? 

And please, use your anger and energy to take 
on our real enemies. Impoverished living. High 
unemployment. Inadequate educations. Hunger. 


When you do, every day will be a victory for-,
